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LIBRARY CATALOG

One of the things a User Group can do is provide a 
library of public domain software for its members. 
We've tried to do this from the beginning, but haven't 
been very active lately. This issue tries to bring the 
Library Catalog closer to being up-to-date. 


One of the problems of a 'catalog' of this size is that it is 
either way too vague, and the user doesn't know what a 
program does, or it is way too complete, and it ends up 
hundreds of pages long. The Méicropolis/Vector 
Graphic Users Group Library Catalog will evolve to a 
product that is inbetween. ГІІ try to be succinct in my 
words, but, when possible, will identify the purpose of 
each entry on a disk. I'll also try to accumulate a 
'DISK.DOC' file for each disk. Useful programs will 
be briefly discussed in the newsletter. 


It should be obvious that this Library software has no 
guarantee, and no particular support. The availability 
and quality of user documentation varies from program 
to program. If users will comment on the attributes 
and deficiencies of software they try to use, I'll include 
their comments in the DOC file for subsequent users. 


HOW IT WORKS 


The MUG Library is currently broken into two sections. 
One is for the Micropolis operating system, MDOS, and 
the other is for the CP/M operating system. 


MUG Library disks are available in two ways. If you 
buy a disk out-right, the cost is $10 ($12 outside North 
America) If you submit a program for the library, on 
your own disk, I'll return a library disk for $3 ($5 
outside North America). 


The above prices assume a Micropolis MOD II format. 
That's the 16-hard sector, single-sided quad density, for 
those of you running Tandons. If you want your 
library disk on MOD I, MOD IV, or 8" format, add $2. 
All you double-sided Vector (same as a MOD IV) 
people can read MOD II by setting up one of your 
floppies to read both MOD IV and MOD П. That is, if 
you have two floppies, drive B can be set to double- 
sided, and the same drive can be referenced as "C" and 
read single-sided. A hard disk system usually has the 
floppy referenced as "C" for double-sided, and "D" for 
single-sided. 


If you are submitting multiple programs in exchange for 

multiple library disks, all your programs can be on one 

rd Just be sure to send blank disks to put the library 
isks on. 


You can submit MDOS and request CP/M, and visa 
versa. There are no rules about submitting 
duplications of existing library programs. I would be 
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pleased if you would limit duplications to programs that 
you believe to be enhancements of current library 
programs, or do the same job in a different way. The 
revision (expansion, "cleaning-up" for control codes, 
etc., or documentation) of existing programs counts as a 
submission. 


I don't have time to review all these programs. Any 
information you can give me will be appreciated, and 
will be added to a DOC file or to the library catalog. 


Any of the CP/MUG or SIGM disks can be obtained at 
the 8" price, but the turnaround will be about 2 days 
longer. 


A relatively full description of each disk is contained in 
each of the MDOS or CP/M Library Catalogs. Each 
catalog is $2. For reference, the titles of each set of 
library disks are listed below.

The format of the 'catalog' mentioned earlier is shown 
on the following two pages. These disks, numbers 
1017 through 1020, and 1911 through 1913, are for the 
CP/M operating system. They have never been 
referenced before in the newsletter. For those of you 
who have kept the back issues of the newsletter, all disks 
have been previously discussed. For those of you who 
want them, as I stated before, catalogs for both the 
MDOS and CP/M libraries are available for $2 each. 
The descriptions are generally much better than on the 
disks shown in this newsletter. I haven’t yet taken the 
time to fully review the contents of each disk, so I 
haven’t gotten the descriptions up to date. 


SPELLBINDER’S CUSTOMIZED 
HELP FILES 


One of Spellbinder’s many useful features is the way it 
lets you create your own help files, customized to your 
particular needs. 


EASY TO CREATE 


And it’s easy to do -- you create a help file just as you 
would any text file, and it can be of any length. When 
you ask for a help file to be displayed on screen, any text 
in your workspace temporarily disappears. If the file is 
longer than one screen page, you can scroll through it 
by pressing the space bar. When you press Escape, the 
help message disappears and your text is once again 
displayed on the screen. 


LOTS OF USES 


Just how would you use help file? Every day you 
probably refer to various printed lists, data sheets or 
other documents. But you don’t have to shuffle 
through papers on your desk or pin notes to your walls 
for this information. Instead, enter your data into a 
Spellbinder help file and call it up whenever you need it. 


For example, you might want to have on hand the 
phone numbers of various office suppliers. Create a 
list with name, address and phone. Then save it as file 
"SUPPLY.HEP" (the ".HEP" extension is how you flag 
the file as a help message). When you want to look up 
a supplier, go into Command Mode and type HE. 
When asked for the name of the help file, type its name 
(without the "-HEP"). Тһе list appears on the screen. 
If it’s a long list, simply press the space bar to view the 
next portion. 


One office used Spellbinder to create a list of 
emergency numbers -- not only the numbers of police 
and fire departments, but also the names of people 
whom employees wanted notified in case of an accident. 


Other help files might include product lists, tax tables, 
telephone area codes, office procedures, birthdays and 
anniversaries (personal or work-related). 


If you have information on a subject that is scattered in 
several locations, a help file is an excellent way to gather 
it all together. For example, you might have a group of 
Spellbinder files which all relate to the same subject, but 
which are on a disk with other, unrelated, files. You 
can create a help file which lists all the files which deal 
with one subject or task. This can be particularly 
helpful when it’s important to update a group of files at 
the same time. 


If you find yourself thumbing through the Spellbinder 
manual frequently to remind yourself how to do certain 
operations, why not type the instruction into a help file?

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SPELLBINDER HELP FILES (continued) 


When using Spellbinder's CUESORT program to sort 
mailing lists by various categories, it’s sometimes 
difficult to remember all the categories you've created 
without consulting a list. A help file can easily remind 
you what the various combinations of letters and 
numbers represent. 


I use the help files for my lists of things that need to be 
done (TO-DO) and for saving references to potential 
articles for the newsletter. When I want to work on an 
article, but can't remember the name, I type HE NEWS 
and the following shows up.

SEGMENTING THE OUTPUT 


After asking for a help file, Spellbinder normally 
displays a full screen of text at one time. If the entire 
file won't fit on the screen at once, you press the space 
bar to continue viewing. If your help files are long, it’s 
better to break the text up into sections which can be 
displayed at separate units. Do this by placing an &« 
on a separate line at the end of each section. Press the 
space bar and Spellbinder will either read in a full 
screen of text, or the amount of text up to the next &. 
For example, a help file section might end this way:

Note that carriage returns are not visible when the help 
message is actually displayed. 
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I segment my "TO-DO" list in terms of Today, This 
Week, & This Month.

of choice for thousands of microcomputer users around 
the world.
